until the inevitable question forces it- 
self on our mind: "How much of all 
this is real and how much is pretty fa- 
ble and polite flattery?"

Uncanny Soandi Heard and Hysterical 


Lights Seen br the Valley Bell-

Superstitious residents of the regions 


known as Preakness, Haledon, and 
other suburbs hemmed in by the lofty 
hills known as High mountain, write's 
a Patterson, N. J., correspondent to 
the New York World, place extra bolts 
on their doors now o' nights and are 
careful to be indoors "after hours." 
Numbers of superstitious ones, and 
some who are not superstitious by any 
means, are willing to make affidavits 
that thev have hoard uncanny sounds 
proceeding from the heights, and near- 
ly everybody in the vicinity who has 
been noar the foot of the mountain 
after dark will vouch for the statement 
that mysterious lights have bcon seen 
flitting to and fro up among the trees. 
No soul lives there, and, as it is said 
that several murders have been perpe- 
trated there, tho villagers state, with a 
solemn shako of tho head, that "tho- 
dovil is at work and no mistake," aud 
that there are "spooks on High moun- 
tain." 


A party of tho braver and brawnier 


lads of the bailiwick endeavored to 
solve the mystery a few nights ago, 
but they soon returned with white 
faces and quaking limbs, and inform- 
ed those in waiting by the stove of tho 
place of rendezvous that it was all 
well enough for them to bo sittin' thero 
toastin' their shins and joken', but if 
they wanted to find out anything about 
tho spooks they had bettor make tho 
trip themselves. Upon being mollified 
with "something hot," they became 
more communicative, and related to 
thoir open-mouthed audionce the fol- 
lowing hair-curdling tale: 


They said they had climbed to tho 


top of the mountain, where the lights 
had been seen, when all at once they 
were surrounded by lights that jumped 
around them and climbed the trees and 
performed other acrobatic feats. Al- 
though they appeared to be right in 
the midst of the flames not a hair 
of their bead was injured and their 
clothing wasn't oven singed. 
They 


smelled phosphorus just as plain as it 
could be smelled, and wbilo they were 
wondering what to do next tho wind 
whistled through the trees, producing 
such unearthly sounds that they camo 
right straight away and lot tho wind 
have it all to itself.

"stores after dark, for thoir parents 
would not think of sendingtbem where 
they would not go themselves. 
The 


jolly hosts of the roadside taverns are 
jollv no longer, or must be content to 
bo ]olly by themselves, for tho loungers 
now lounge at home. 


Old residents sny that tho same thing 


occurred just before the last cholera 
epidemic, and that the lights presago 
another visitation of that dread scourge. 
Scores of old timers are willing to 
wager on this, and prominent citizens 
are willing to encourage them in their 
belief, for it is on record that the same, 
thing did occur in 1836, just before 
death stalked through this section of 
the country. 


Reports from Pike county, Pennsyl- 


vania, say that tho same phenomena 
havo appeared there just as they did in 
1855, uinl that the citizens of that place 
spend most of their night-times in their 
homes. 


Citizens who protend to bo wise* as- 


sert that the Pike county phenomena 
are caused by tho escape" of coal gas 
from the mountains, and that it is 
really no phenomenon at all, but is 
the result of natural causes. They 
also say that the mysterious lights on 
High mountain can be traced to the 
same cause, and are apparently hon- 
est in their belief that a vein of coal 
could be found by anybody taking the 
trouble to hunt for it 
Should this 


prove true there is wealth in store for 
the gentlemen who own High moun- 
tain, bnt they will have to seek foreign 
aid to unearth it, for no native will go 
within gunshot distance of it since tho 
experiences above related.

"How do you manage when assign- 


ing rooms to your guests to locate one 
on the fourth or fifth floor and the 
other on the secoud, whoa each pays 
tho same rate per diem?" was asked 
the landlord of ono of tho hotels by a 
reporter a few days since. 


"You had better ask ono of the 


clerks," replied the bonifaco with a 
smile. "They know all about such 
things and will doubtless communicate, 
the secret to you." 


The reporter sought out tho clerk 


and repeated the question. His reply 
was laconic and to the point: 


"We size 'em up." 
"But do you never make mistakes?" 


asked the reporter. 


"Seldom," answered the clerk, and 


perceiving that the reporter would not 
be choked oil, he continued: "Quo rea- 
Bon why wo seldom make mistakes is 
that wo can judge, in a measure, by 
the way a man registers of what ho 
has been accustomed to at home. If a 
man will bo contented with a small 
room in his own house, ho is not likely 
to make any very decided objection to 
tho same accommodation at a hotel. 
This is more especially true in the caso 
of those who, like merchants from the 
interior, come to the city but onco or 
twice a year to buy goods. 
They are 


too full of business to think much about 
the kind of a room they are occupying, 
and so long as they have a place to 
sleep, they don't care whether it is on 
the first floor or whether it is next the 
roof. Besides, they don't like to havo 
any trouble. They would rather put up 
with a few inconveniences than raiso a 
row. This is all the better for us, for 
we can save tho best rooms for guests 
who will bo willing to pay a higher 
figure. The successful hotel clerk is 
not only able to do this, but he can al- 
most invariably tell at a glance just 
how much a man will stand, and he is 
very careful not to over-step tho line. 
Again, look at the way some people 
register. The man who is unaccus- 
tomed to traveling and stopping at ho- 
tels picks up the pen as if ho was afraid 
of it, and is singularly precise in tho 
formation of the letters composing his 
name. 
He writes plain 'John Blank, 


Blanklown,1 as nicely as ho is able, and 
is perfectly satisfied if the clerk takes 
him by the hand and says, as clerks al- 
ways do: 'Mr. Blank, I'm glad to sco 
you.' 


"The full-fledged drummer ortourist 


is easily identified. 
He will waltz up 


to the desk, dash oil' his name in a 
careless fashion, toss his overcoat and 
grip to the bell-boy, and try to talk to 
four or five people at once. Ho must 
have a fair room, or there will bo 
trouble at tho office. 
A youn» man on 


his first trip will demonstrate his Spen- 
cerian education; a country lawyer will 
write his name so that neither ho nor 
anybody else can decipher the hierogly- 
phics, while tho rural legislator will bo 
anxious to let everybody know that ho 
has the right to prefix honorable to his 
name. These characters are universal, 
and almost invariably wo can got a 
man's character and position in tho 
world by an inspection of his chirogra- 
phy. 


"In small towns hotel clerks have a 


practice of giving the most desirable 
rooms to parties who claim to como 
from some largo city, for the reason 
that they should h ave a better knowl- 
edge of hotel life than thoir rural 
brethren. 
Travelers aro beginning to 


realize this, and will register as from 
New York or Boston, in order that 
they may get a good room, and they 
win the trick. 
The most essential 


thing in tho make-up of a hotel clerk 
is to be able to fill the house from tho 
top down, and at the same time make 
everyone believe that they are getting 
tho best rooms."—Detroit Free Press.

the Mecca of Gnrmau Statesmen, 


There is scarcely anything remarka- 


ble in tho chancellor's houso at Fried- 
richsrulie except its absolute plainness. 
Jewish plutocracy may gloat in display- 
ing gorgeous tapestry and rare bric-a- 
brac, but Bismarck, after all, is only a 
poor man. His state appointment is 
not worth even jDi.OOO; Sohonhansenis 
valueless; Vaivsin docs not yield much, 
and tho estate of Friodriohsruhc, al- 
though estimated at £150,000, brings at 
tho most £5,000. It is true thiit this is 
no reason why his walls should bo 
whitewashed, why his furniture is of 
the simplest description, why his art 
treasures consist 
of 
comparatively 


worthless photographs and paintings of 
his daughter and his sous, of Mollko, 
of Cardinal liohenlohe, of Thiers, of 
Boaconsfiold, of Fricdrichsruhe itself. 
Yot thoro are several objects of luxury 
nud ease, and others of decidedly his- 
toric importance. 
Thero is tho rich 


carpet, extending through hall and 
rooms; the numberof chimneys,where, 
tho whole winter through, iires burn 
perpetually, and an 
abundance of 


couches, sometimes two or three in ono 
room. 
On the chimney-pieces are tho 


bronze bust of Moltko, crowned with a 
huge laurel wreath, a plaster cast of 
Charlemagne, and a 
small copy of 


Schlutcr's Great Elector. 
Tho dining- 


room is adorned with the bronze statue 
of tho Emperor, given by htm to Bis- 
marck in 1881. 
But particular men- 


tion is duo to the bronze imitation of 
the 
Niedorwald 
monument, which 


stands on a fine oak cupboard in tho 
smoking-room. 
A leatlot is attached to 


it with tho following words, written by 
tho Emperor himself: 
"Christmas, 


1883; the crowning-stone of your poli- 
cy; a festival which was destined chief- 
ly for you, and which yon unhappily 
were not able to attend.—W." 


Not less interustiug as a historical 


curiosity is a small card table in tho 
Prince's study. 
When folded up it 


presents on tho top board a littlo inlaid 
brass plate, bearing tho inscription: 
"On this table the preliminary poaco 
between Germany and France was sign- 
ed tho 20th of February, 1871, at Ver- 
sailles, Rue do Provence, No. 1C." 
When opened thero appears the central 
round of green cloth with tho very can- 
dle-spots of yoro, whon Bismarck and 
Favre put their names under tho treaty. 
It wanted a good deal of diplomacy on 
tho part of tho chancellor to possess 
himself of it. 
His landlady of tho Ruo 


do Provence obstinately refused to part 
with it for any consideration of money 
until tho prince at last called in a cabi- 
net-maker, ordering 
him to 
make 


another table exactly similar to that 
one. Whon the twins wero put side by 
side tho landlady of course decided in 
favor of the better-looking of tho two 
aud allowed Bismarck to carry off the 
original one. 


The prince's own room is not only 


one of the largest in tho house, but ev- 
erything it contains bears due propor- 
tion to the size of its inmate—tho gi- 
gantic mahogany writing table, the 
huge ickstanJ, tho militia of immense 
goose quills aud large pencils. 
Even 


the far stretching view from tho win- 
dow is in harmony with tlie discursive 
mind of tho rnau who is reclining on 
one of the couches, while giving ample 
scope to his thoughts. 
Tho guest 


rooms are situated on tho first floor. It 
need scarcely bo added that they aro 
distinguished by comfort, ease, and 
luxury from the Spartan nakedness of 
tho rest of the house. 
It bodes peaeo 


and friendship to tho state 'whose rep- 
resentative is invited to Fricdrichsruhe. 
Here Bismarck puts out tho torch of 
hatred; for the host's duty ho considers 
to be to cultivate under his own roof 
amity and good understanding. Prince 
Orloff and M. do Giers stayed there 
when tho difficulties on the Balkan pen- 
insula, between Russia and Austria, 
wero mado up. Again, tho visit of 
Baron Coureel.tlie French ambassador, 
was tho harbinger of the present entente 
between France and Germany. On tho 
other hand, Lord Ampthill died with- 
out having ever seen tho chancellor, at 
least for tue last eight months of his 
life. The moral of this is, perhaps, that 
when Sir Edward Malet is on his way 
to Friedrichsruho wo may safely con- 
clude that an anglo-Gorman under- 
standing with a liberal cabinet in 
Downing street is no longer a contra- 
diction.—LondonWorld.

Biles- They anger beyond endurance 
the ashmen and peddlers, tho squalor 
and meageruess of whoso equipages 
excite their derision. They drive away 
their anatomical horses, upset their 
carts aud follow them 
with yells, 


shouts, derision and weapons, when 
vainly trying to escape their torment- 
ors. 


That more of them do not provoke 


their victims to terrible retaliation is a 
tribute to tho general belief that the 
boy of the period is not a malicious, 
but only a wanton, ungovcruod and 
mischievous being—not a wildcat nor 
even a wolf, but a monkey whoso an- 
tics aro prompted by a rattle-headed 
craving for excitement and diversion 
rather than a sot purpose to injure or a 
calculation as to the amount or kind of 
injury and annoyance his own enjoy- 
ment may involve. 


But a serious tragedy has just occur- 


red on ono of tho North Rivor piora in 
Now York which is duo entirely to tho 
inability of a man to longer endure tho 
actual torment indicted upon him by n 
crowd of boys who hovered about him 
and stung him like a swarm of bees. 


Ho is a faithful, industrious work- 


man, strictly temperate in his habits, 
and given strictly to minding his own 
business. But lie has unfortunately a 
defect in his speech aud is alllictcd 
with Saint Vitus' dance. This was 
enough to arouse the attention of the 
gangs of boys who hang about tho 
piers, and they wore prompt to make 
tho most of the now sport thus provi- 
dentially thrown upon 
I heir tender 


mercies, which, liko the tender mercies 
of the wicked, arc cruol. 


They at once began taunting him and 


annoying him with all conceivable in- 
genuity, and found exceeding great de- 
light in his eccentric efforts to retort. 
They finally gave a practical turn to 
their jesting by throwing snowballs, 
stones and T>rickbats, absolutely inter- 
iug with tho work of this man and his 
fellow-workmen. 


The fusiladc of fifty boys may cosily 


be heavy enough to bring, great public- 
enterprises to a stand-still, and in this 
case it put a stop to the loadiug of coal, 
which the man was superintending. At 
lost his patience was exhausted, and, 
§oing into his canal boat, ho brought 


ack bis pistol, threatening to shoot 


unless the assaults of the boys ceased. 
They did not cease, and Lo lircd, in- 
stantly killing a young man engaged at 
the hoisting rope. 
Tho testimony is 


conflicting as to whether lie was con- 
cerned in tho assault. In any event tho 
killing will probably bo held as man- 
slaughter. 


Tho penalty of death w ill never bo 


allowed as a proper punislimcntfor tho 
misdeeds of these Arabs of tfio street; 
but those who know tho amount of 
misery and loss they can inflict will sco 
the necessity of some kind of regula- 
tion for them and punishment for their 
ofienses, which shall bo recognized as 
adequate. 
Unless something of tho 


kind is provided it will begin to bo hard 
lo persuade juries lo convict a man for 
turning with desperation and protect- 
ing himself at all hazards from what 
becomes, on account of his helpless- 
ness, well nigh intolerable. It is a 
wrong for which tboro ought to be 
somewhere a proper rouiody.—Detroit 
free 2'ress.

The inhabitanti of Plymouth, a town 


of abbut 8,000 inhabitants, situated a 
few mites from Wilkesbnrre, are hav- 
ing a terrible experience with disease 
resulting from neglect to keep their 
town in a slcanly condition. 
An epi- 


demic of typhoid fever is ravaging the 
place. Dispatches to the newspapers 
from the place give the following par 
ticulars .• 
, [^Already over one thousand cases are 
reported and the disease is spreading 
with fearful rapidly. 
So far thirty-six 


fatalities are reported, and during 
Saturday thirteen died. The epidemic 
partakes sorucnhat of the character ol 
malarial fever. 
In its early stages the 


symptoms are slight fcvcrislmcss, thirst 
and cuills. lo the latter stages, how- 
ever, the marked symptoms of typhoid 
fever show themselves, and peritonitis 
is a frequent concomitant, and invaria- 
bly results in death. 


The disease is attributed chiefly to 


the unhealthy condition of the town 
ind the entire absence of all sanitary 
arrangements. There is not a paved 
street or n properly constructed drain 
in the town,' nnd, except along one 
portion of Main street, not n sewer in 
the whole borough. The town is sit- 
uated partly on the flats by the river 
bank nnd partly on the hill above, and 
though tlie disease is more violent and 
universal in the loner portion, it also 
prevails on the hill sides. The drain- 
igo from the houses is collected in 
cesspools, which arc never emptied, 
but when one is full another is dug. 
The streets, lanes and alleys are the 
common receptacles of garbage and 
offal of all kinds, and in every vacant 
lot ashes and girbage accumulate. 
Some portions of the town also derive 
their water from wells which are more 
or less polluted. 


The physicians, of whom there are 


thirteen in tho town, are kept busy 
day and night, and can hardly gel 
time to eat or sleep. They find it im- 
possible to attend to all their patients 
properly, and have appealed to the 
County Medical Society for aid. 


The residents of the town are in a 


terrible state of consternation. 
They 


ure utterly powerless to grapple with 
the disease, which 1ms; entered nearly 
every household. 
The distress and 


despair in some families are harrowing. 
As a rule, the residents of Plymouth 
are of the poorest class, nearly all be- 
ing miners and laborers. 
In many in 


stances both father and mother are 
prostrated with the disease, and were 
it not for the generous aid of neigh- 
bors, scarce!} more fortunate than 
themselves, their poor children would 
starve. 
ID some instances, where the 


father has died, the whole family has 
been forced to seek sustenance in the 
poorhouse. They are hoping for cold 
weather as the only thing that will al- 
lay the disease and give them time to 
take some sanitary measures before 
the heat of summer. A public meet- 
ing is talked of, when some general 
plan of action will be decided on. 


The situation of Plymouth to-day is 


a terrible warning to other towns. 
Dirt and disease go hand in hand. 
Cleanliness in addition to being next 
to Oodliness, is very close to healthful- 
ness. 


The borough authorities of Bristol 


should pay particular heed to the 
lesson. 
The first move of Council 


should be towards removing all filth 
from the public streets and alleys, and 
the requirement that private property 
should be kept.free fron/anything that 
tends to vitiate the atmosphere. 
This 


will require money, but money could 
not be spent to better advantage. 
Kven if the continuation of the perrrm- 
lent repairs of the streets has to be 
postponed for another season, it would 
be well to let that matter rest until the 
town is in first class sanitary condition. 


We do not urge this matter upon the 


ground that Bristol is in worse condi- 
tion than her neighbors. We do not 
think so. The borough will probably 
compare favorably, as far as cleanli- 
ness i* concerned, with any one of its 
size in the Commonwealth. But there 
is now special reason for care. The 
cholera is expected to visit this coun- 
try this summer. Cities, boroughs 
nnd villages are being put in the best 
condition to meet the disease. Board* 
of Health are organized in many 
places, and health officers, clothed with 
umple authority to investigate and act, 
have been appointed. It remains for 
Bristol to do likewise, and it is to be 
hoped that that body, which the people 
have chosen to act for them, will not be 
derelict in their duty in this particu- 
lar.

civil enactments. (The original pur- 
pose (i requiring a license, was to 
limit tbe number and curtail the mis- 
chief of dramshops.) Drinking saloons 
do not owe their existence to a few 
lines on a statue book ; no, nor are 
they to be entirely and permanently 
uprooted by simply enacting a few 
opposite line; »a a statute If so, the 
problem would be very simple end 
manageable. 
Tbe liquor 
traffic, 


whether it be conducted by the hogs- 
head 
or the 
gill, 
whether in 


the marbable hotel or in the vilest 
cellar, is the creature of the drinking 
usages. To fight dmmshops without 
any eB'orts to keep people from drink- 
ing intoxicants, would be to organize 
police forces and build jails without 
ever teaching a human being that it 
is a ci ime to steal. The only way to 
reach an evil is to go its fount-head. 
The fount-head of liquor selling is 
liquor drinking. Deeper down than 
any civil enactments—whether high 
license, low license, or no license—lie 
the drinking usages, and every remedy 
is transient and superficial that does 
not reach them. 
I do not dispute that 


the saloon tempts thousands to drink 
intoxicants who might not be tempted 
otherwise, but it is true that even, the 
worst drain-seller does not open a 
saloon from sheer malice, to kill of) 
his neighbors. He opens it simply to 
make money by ministering to ap- 
petite, and by supplying his whisky 
and wines to his customers, and com- 
monly he has no scruples as to increas- 
ing the number of his customers 
Those customers, be it understood 
are sharers and partncis of his crime 
If he opens a hell, they feed its fires 
It is time that temperance advocates 
ceased to denounce saloon keepers as 
fiends and to speak of their customers 
as poor, innocent people, who never 
go voluntarily to a bar room counter. 
If dram selling is a sin, so is drunken- 
ness, and so is any patronage of the 
dram shops. 


Tbe most effectual way to break up 


the liquor traffic is to get away its 
customers and starve it out. 
Here 


lies tlie wisdom of creating counter- 
attractions to the saloon, whether it 
be the attraction of home, or of a 
"coffee tavein," or anything else that 
tends to keep men or boys from the 
slaugliter-housc. But it is certain a 
gravitation, that if any number ol 
persons in any community are deter- 
mined to have intoxicants, they will 
somehow manage to get them, even i] 
we pile our prohibitory laws as liigl 
as the Brooklyn bridge towers. 
They 


will get them either by 
stealthy 


evasion of law, or by importing liq- 
uors for 
their own 
private use, 


or by some other process. 
Right- 


eous and beneficial as are laws of pro- 
hibition 
when well enforced, yet 


to 
roly on law alone, without any 


moral efforts against liquor drinking 
would be as insane as to dam up t 
torrent at its mouth, tvhi'e neglecting 
to dry up its fount-head. That fount- 
head, we lepeat again, is the drinking 
usages, which demand, which create, 
and which maintain the hotel bar and 
the dramshop. 
Prohibitory 
laws 


help us, and many good people claim 
that "high license" laws aid us also ; 
but tlie one permanent cure for dram 
selling is to break up tho habit ol 
dram drinking. 
If nobody drinks 


whisky, nobody will offer 
whisky. 


This is the happy case in the town ol 
Bassbrook, Ireland, where four thous 
and sober, sensible people keep every- 
thing like a liquor shop out of their 
towns 
Prohibition is automatic in 


such n community. 


By this time, my readers will un- 


derstand, why—even as a Prohibition- 
ist—I insist that it is fatal folly for us 
temperance reformers to direct our 
effort.1 entirely, or even chiefly, in the 
line of civil enactment or political nc 
tion. Votes and laws are the product 
of human convictions of duty ; neither 
votes nor laws are efficient without 
conscientious convictions behind them. 
To awaken, to solidify, and to main- 
tain these convictions, is tbe sure key 
and tlie only key to permanent success 
in the great conflict against the bottle, 
whether that bottle stands on a pri 
vate table or on the counter of a gin 
shop. We must address ourselves, 
therefore, to the individual conscience 
of people, old and young, and ply 
them with arguments and persuasions 
to let the bottle alone. The best days 
the temperance movement ever saw, 
were the days in which its chief effort 
was to make people conscientious ub 
stainers from every kind of intoxicants, 
to make them unwilling to enter a 
drink shop, or to let the drink from the 
shop enter them. Fundamentally, the 
temperance reform is not a political 
movement; it is a grand moral and 
social reform, which only invokes tbe 
aid of civil law to accomplish its bene 
ficent results. 


Rig lit here comes in the prodigious 


power and responsibility of the Chris- 
tian church. 
Drunkenness and grog- 


selling are sins ; it is the province of 
God's church to lay the axe to the 
root of all sins. The church has no 
more i ight to blink these sins than it 
has to blink Sabbath breaking, blas- 
phemy, adultery, falsehood or dishon- 
esty. Nor can minister or Christian 
people shirk their duty and regulate 
this vital question to the politician 
and tbe policeman, without treason to 
God. The bottle damns immortal souls! 
Let the pulpit, therefore, make no 
truce with it, let conscientious parents 
banish it from their tables and social 
gatherings; let every boy and girl in 
our Sunday Schools be instructed to 
practice total abstinence. 
Prevention 


of drinking is vastly safer, stronger, 
surer than prohibition of selling. 
It 


goes to the root, because it cuts up 
tbe di inking usages. I rejoice also 
that temperance school books are be- 
ing introduced into public and private 
schools, to warn every child against the 
serpent of alcohol. This, too, goes to 
the root; save the children, and you 
in time, save the nation. Brethrea 
a*d sisters in this glorious reform, let 
us use civil law as a powerful auxiliary; 
but let us not forget that deeper down 
than legal penalties lie conscience and 
custom. When conscience is reached 
and cjstoms are reformed, the reform 
i permanent. Above all we need 
God's help, God's gospel, and God's 
Almighty Spirit. Death to the bottle 
it the only sure death to dramshop ; 
and the bottle can only be broken by 
appeal; to tbe consciences, hearts and 


the* habits of our fellow men. 
You 


may build only a political castle in the 
Future if you will, I for one, prefer to 
build solid results on a solid rock.— 
Independent.

Pasteur's system of vaccination for

"Tha 
something like three per cent of tin 
species of phenogamous plants," say 
a reviewer of De Candolle's work 
"have become extinct during the his 
torical epoch, and this 'not in smal 
islands but on vast continents withou 
any modifications of climate, is per- 
haps the most important general resul 
leached by this investigation." 


Reports collected since the memor« 


able eruption of Krakota in August 
1883, have shown that the explosion; 
were heard over a circle of 30 degrees 
radius. A more astonishing announce 
ment still is now made by Dr. F. A 
Forel, the well known Swiss physicist 
He has learned that on the day of tin 
great eruption startling subterranean 
noises resembling the rolling of distan 
thunder were heard in Caiman Brae 
a small island of the Carribean Sea 
near the antipodes of the volcano o 
Sunda Strait. These sounds canno 
readily be attributed to any neighbor 
ing volcanic disturbance, and Dr 
Forel is forced to infer that they may 
have been propagated through the en- 
tire diameter of the earth. To test this 
bold hypothesis inquiries are to be 
made concerning the exact hour ai 
which the detonations were heard in 
Cainman-Brac. 


From an examination of severa 


skulls found in North and South 
America, and believed to have be- 
longed to inhabitants living before tbe 
glacial period, Dr. Kollmann concludes 
that the races of that ancient epoch 
are those of to»day, tbe same cranial 
and facial forms being found, in spite 
of Inpse of time and change of environ- 
ment. 


While malaria belongs chiefly to 


low-lying 
districts it may, under 


favorable conditions, exist at great 
elevations. 
On the Tuscan Apennines 


it is found at a height of 1100 
feet 


above sea-level; on the Pyrenees and 
Mexican Cordilleras. 5,000 feet ; on 
the Himalayas, G,400 feet ; on the 
island of Ceylon, 6,500 feet; and on 
the Andes, 11,000 feet. 
Under ordi- 


nary circumstances, however, a certain 
moderate altitude affords immunity 
from malaria. 
The elevation of entire 


security is not positively known, but 
it has been approximated as follows: 
in Italy, 400 to 500 feet; in Califor 
nia, 100 feet; in the Appalachian 
chain of the United States, 3,000 feet; 
in tbe West Indies, 1400 to 1800 feet; 
in India, 2000 feet. In any of these 
regions malaria may drift up ravines 
to an indefinite height. 


A remarkable property of the ice- 


plant, botanically known as mesembry- 
antliemum crystalinum, is its absorp- 
tion of salt, a fluid exuded by its 
leaves having been found to contain 
about 33 per cent, of seasalt. For 
this reason it is suggested 
that the 


plant may be advantageously grown on 
lands made unproductive by an excess 
of salt. 


Several years ago the Chinese de- 


stroyed their great forests. 
Abbe 


David, the French naturalists, now 
expresses ths belief that they did this 
to rid themselves of tigers, leopards, 
ind other formidable beasts.

he Says :—One of the earliest trials in 
Bucks county for a capital offence was 
that of negro "Dic'.t," tried at Bristol 
in 1709 in tbe reign of "our Sovereign 
Lady Anne." The case wns tried on the 
8th of March of that year before 
Thomas Stevens,,n and John Rowland, 
two Justices of the Peace specially 
commissioned to try the prisoner, and 
freeholders 
Joshua 
Uoopes, John 


Hough, 
Harm an Vansant, William 


Biles, Jr., Frances White and Samuel 
Beakes. The negro "Dick" belonged 
to William Williams, of Bensalem. 
He was charged with the hurning of 
his master's barn and outhouse, with 
their contents, consisting of corn and 
live stock, principally sheep. 
The 


penalty for the offence of arson at that 
time was death. The justices and 
freeholders 
convicted the prisoner. 


Tha judgment of the Court was "that 
the negro 'Dick' is to return to the 
place from which he came and from 
thence to the place of execution, and 
then to be hanged with bis body upon 
a trcr- till HP be rlr-nd, dead, dead, and 
the Lord have mercy on his soul." On 
the 13th day of March, 1709, this en- 
try was made on the bill of indict- 
ment : "The justices and freeholders 
meeting in order to sign ye warrant of 
execution for ye negro within named. 
The justices signed and five of ye free- 
holders, hut Francis White, one of the 
freeholders, refused to sign." 
His- 


tory sheds no light on the final fate of 


Dick." 
There are many indistinct evidences 


in the records at Doylestown of the 
settlement of Bucks long before the 
I'enn occupation, in 1082.

One nigl t of Hay, eleven years ago, 


In a dingy back room of an old brick 
house in \V ooster street, 1 met a young 
Frcnchmar who oven then had played 
apart which had doubtless prepared 
him for the extraordinary adventure in 
which he is now engaged. Ho was 
amid a group of his friends, and just 
reached tho city as a refugee. 
He had 


been an actor in the Paris revolt of 
March, 1871; he had escaped the mas- 
sacre that followed tho .suppression of 
the commune; ho had afterward been 
arrested ai d condemned to death; his 
punishment had been changed to that 
of banishment to tho penal colony of 
New Caledonia, in tho Pacific; he had 
there, with a few companions, got up a 
daring plan of escape; thoy had car- 
ried out that plan amid dangers as 
great as over were encountered, and in 
May of 1874 tho little party of fugitives 
had arrived in San Francisco, from 
whore Mr Olivier Pain hastened to 
New York, where ho spent a few day§ 
prior to hi.i departure for England as a 
place of latety.

of age, and was tall, lithe and hand- 
some, possessed of both thu vivacity 
and the gravity of an experienced 
worldling of Paris. He had done duty 
on the prets as an assailant of the em-

ire; ho had done service in the field 
nrmg tha Franco-German war, and 


subsequently during tho revolt of Paris; 
he had Buffered tho hardships of French 
convict lifx, and was then m full flight 
from one land of peril to another; but, 
withal, he demeaned himself as though 
bis rcsoun es had not yet buen tested.

patches, this younjr Frenchman, Mr. 
Olivier Pain, has for the just year been 
tho militury advisor ot tho "false 
propbot," who is now loading his wild 
hordes of Arabian spciuman against 
tho British invaders of Kg)pt and tho 
Soudan; and it is tins sanio frenchman 
who led tho storming p.tity that cap- 
tured Khartoum and put tin end to th* 
career of Gen. Gordon. It is a long 
distance fiona Paris to New Caledonia, 
and from Wooster street to Soudan, 
but Mr. P^in has incnimuil it; it is a 
queer change from comic t and fugitlvo 
to his present rank in the host of tho 
"faithful," but he hub undergone it 
As far back as last yc ir tlio dispatches 
told of a mysterious Ficnclnuan who 
was reported to bo m tho Aiab camp, 
and was high in the conlulonce of £1 
Modhi; but it was not till l.i>,t January 
that wo wero assured of Mr Pain's 
being in command of thii Icon thous- 
and of tho Media's troopi 111 Motem- 
moh; now wo have Hie news of his 
victory at Khartoum, urulci which tlio 
British government is now moling.

after leaving New York. 
lie went to 


London, iind noit to (;.>nt\ i, wheio he 
was concerned in seu-i il newspaper 
ventures.

and condemned to deatli ai a spy, but 
the sentence was not e\et tiled, and ho 
got out of prison in time to loturn to 
France and to P!iiisun journalism 
under the amnesty of I860.

The gardener of tho Johns Hopkins 


estate in Baltimore county, Md., has 
cultivated figs for the past twenty-five 
years with success, having never failed 
to secure a crop.
